LARRY CHIN'S DEATH DESERVES 
CHINESE AMERICAN ATTENTION 


The unusual circumstances Surrounding Larry 
Wurtai Chin's arirest，trial，conviction， and still 
mystifying death by suicide have already effectively 
ended American media interest and intrigue in the 
case. In fact,， as far as the media are concerned, the 
case 1Ss closed and apparently forgotten after Pis 
reported Suicide. 

But from Chinese American perspective， hlis death 
left many questions unanswered and important issues 
unresolved.， To begin with，the charges against him 
remain ambiguous and unconvincing, as could be seen 
readily from Chin's testimonies and information 
provided by his former CIA_ Supervisor，T， 开 en 
Cheung，published Feb. 27 and today. The swift and 
callous manner of his trial， including the refusal to 
allow Chin to face his mysterious accuser in court， 
left likewise many lingering doubts about both the 
procedures and Substance of the case. Needless to Say， 
his unexpected Suicide has been a Subject of intense 
and Speculations，among Chinese 
Amerlicans of all political persuasions. 

Beyond the legal aspects of the case，Chin?s prolific 
writings in his final days reflect a very complex and 
torn individual whose 1life，beliefs，aspirations，and 
actions without question mirror the dilemma of 
contemporary Chinese American intellectuals born， 
raised and educated in China in 1930s and 1940s. 

For these reasons，East/West is publishing his 
writings from prison - including his confession and 
letters to his family -_ beginning in this issue， Our 
hope is to promote a_ better understanding of the 
issues around the case itself and the intellecttual 
dilemma Chin himself had to deal with as a Chinese 
Americans. We welcome constructive and inslightful 
comments from ouUr readers.

Dies in China at 82 


BEIJING - Ding Ling， 
widely regarded as Chinays 
8rcatcst female writer，died 
recently in 3 Beljing hospital 
at the age of 82， 

She wrote more than 300 
novels， Short stories， plays 
and essays，many of which 
were translated into English. 

She joined the Communist 
Partyran 19322 Chiang 开 aij- 
Shek banned her works from 
1934 to 1949. 

After the Communists took 


power in 1949，Ding Ling 
became one of the party'?s 
most prestlglious intellectuals.

around me at the long table in the 
living room. II saw each one had 
Something protruding on their 
waist. Their guns，no doubt. 


DOCUMENTS 


Our talk centered on one thing: 
that I，before my retirement from 
the CIA，had handed secret 
documents to the People's Republic 
of China， While saying so，they 
Showed me some photos，They told 
me that the people in the photos 
worked for the National Security 
Agcncy of China and that they 
were my connections， They also 
told me the details of some matters 
which only the two persons in the 
photos or their direct superiors 
could know. One of the details 
they mentioned was that the sajid 
agency lent me $150,000 as an aid 
for alimony when my wife and 1 
were about to divorce two years 
a80. 

From their talk I guessed that 
SOmeone must have go0ne over to 
the FBI: either one of the two.men 
Or one of their assistants or 
Superiors. (My Surmise was later 
proved by an FBI document.) 

Meanwhite， these FEBI 
investigators Showed me many 
documents,， reflecting the fact that 
they had placed me under 
Surveillance for at least two years. 
Some incidents could .only be 
known from bugging my phone or 
censoring my Correspondence， But 
these things had nothing to do 
with my intelligence work. They 
only wanted ,to impress me that 
they knew a lot about my life and 
activities in the past two yearS. 


NO ATTORNEY 


At that time，I demanded the 
assistance of my attorney.， But 
they ignored my request， (But 
during courtroom testimony，they 
declared under oath that they had 
pointed to a phone and asked me 
call my attorney. Actually they 
did not; besides，there was not 
cven 3a phone in the living-room.) 
JInstecad，they adamently insisted 
that 工 cooperate with them， 
otherwise they， would interrogate 
my family members and report to 
the US Department of Justice 
about my refusal to cooperate. 
This，they Said，would result in 
harsher punishment， They also 
said that they had sufficient 
evidence to refute any attempt on 
my part to deny the charges. 
Because I thought I did not need 
to havelany remorse for what Idid 
and I _ believed in my heart that I 
had played a key role in helping 
China and the US replace hostility 
with alliance in the last 10 years 
(1970 to Jan 1981) of my service in 


the CIA，I told them everything 


about my life and work in the past 
30 years and explained to them 
that my ultimate purpose was to 
promote US-China cooperation. 
Unfortunately，in their written 
rceport these investigators made 
OnlyY passing reference to my 
ultimate aim. 

I did what I did because，since 
the founding of the People's 
Republic of China， there was for a 
long time only implacable hostility 
between China and the United 
States， The two countries 


confronted each other in armed 
conflict in orea.， After that the 
Seventh Fleet patrolled the Taiwan 
Strait. 
again dcadly enemies， each helping 
one side. On top of that，China 
and 


In Vietnam they were 


the Soviet Union were 


enemies，Isolated，the quality of 
Chinese people's life deteriorated 
daily，、At that time，China also 
Subscribed to the idea of 
anti-foreignism: China severed any 
ties with the Free World. 


CHANNEL 


At that time，I often thought 
that if there could be found a 
channel for reaching directly to 
the top leadership of China，it 
would be possible to remove， 
through this channel at an 
appropriate moment，the inevitable 
extreme Suspicion between China 
and the US and gradually improve 
their relations。 This kind of 
Suspicion was like a wall of fire， 
which effectively prevented even a 
hint at friendship，The brave and 
hard-working people on the 
Mainland China，then，could only 
struggle in isolation and carry out 
their ineffective policy of 
"Self-reliance". 

The opportunity I longed for 
finally arrived in 1970. In April of 
that year， 工 was transferred from 
the ficld office of the Foreign 
Broadcast Information Service 
(FEIBILS)JOFE UESACGKEANOR2 itSs 
headquarters in Washington，DC 
and I was given clearance to read 
SCccret documents， It was amon8g 
these documents that I found a 
Special report Submitted by 
President Nixon to the Congress. 
In the_ section on China,，I_ noticed 
a complete reversal of the normal 
anti-communist rhetorics。 Chinese 
people were depicted as "a people 
grcat and full of vitality.”The 
document even suggested that "the 
US should try her best'to befriend 
Beijing.” 

NIXON 

It was of course a great 
discovery for me， At the time 
when the Vietman war was raging， 
Presldent Nixon， the most 
anti-comrmunist president of the 
US，was suddenly promoting an 
inconceivable，unimaginable policy 
stand. 


I was，at that time，a China 

exXpert in the CIA. I of course 
knew perfectly the political 
situation in China. I knew that 
under the climate of mutual 
Suspicion， such a sudden， 
180-degree turnabout proposal on 
the part of the US would be 
considered by the Chinese 
government as another devious 
plot，aimed strictly at driving a 
wedge between China and 
Vietnam， which were then 
"comrades-in-arms." The 
Suggestion for friendship would be 
met with nothing Short of an 
outright rejection，or greeted with 
a Scorn. (By that time the 
China-U.S. bilateral ambassadorial 
talks in Warsaw had already becn 
SuSpended after 134 fruitless 
rounds of talks. The proposal in 
February 1969 to resume the talks 
never Iaterialized because of 
China"s charge-d'affaires to 
Holland was granted political 
asylum.) However，this Special 
rceport by President Nixon to the 
Congress could not be a false 
document. If I could send it 
directly to the highest leadership 
in China through my channel，for 
Sure it could help the Chinese 
leaders understand the _ true 
intention of the US and open the 
door wide for a rapprochment. 


Sunzi Said in his 4rf of ar， 
"Know yourself and know your 
enemy,， you will be ever- 


victorious.” But he also said,"the 
greatest victor is he who，without 


fighting， made his enemies 
Succumb.” The 8grcat military 
Strategist"s teaching is that to 


conquer by force is less preferrable 
than to turn yoOur enemy into your 
friend through talks， There are 
many Stories to illustrate this in 
the ancient novel，The ater 
AMfargin. Lu Junyi，the Jade 
Unicorn，was SO moved by Song 
Jiang's offer of friendship that he 
became the second in the 
brotherhood. No Chinese leaders 
would fail to understand the logic 
in this familiar novel， 


I sent the Nixon report out in 
June 1970 and .waited for the 
eyent that would shock the world. 
ARCHICSECHIa had 


completely Severed her relations 


with the Soviet Union. II thought 
it was an opportune time for a 
China-U.S， rapprochement，The 
Nixon report should eliminate all 
possible suspicions. When the U.S. 
g0vceIrnment expressed again her 
friendly intention in some public 
OIT SecFet 0ccasion，China might 
quite possibly accept it，Since 
China had already known the 
intention，she might even take an 
active step toward rapprochement， 
After SO0 many years of fruitless 
talks，which were permeated with 
mutual wariness, this report should 
instill trust and sincerity and 
dispel mutual suspicion and scorn 
20n both sides. 


PARADE 


Several months later，on Oct.， 1， 
1970，the National Day of the 
People's Republic of China，on the 
brilliantly decorated Tien An Men 
platform，Mao stood together with 
3a Well-known American newsman， 
上 dgar Snow， to review the parade. 
Subsequently Snow wrote in his 
biography of Mao .that the latter 
had told him in December of that 
year that Nixon would be wel- 
comed in China no matter whether 
he came as the President of the 
US or as a tourist. 

This was a 180-degree turnabonut 
On Mao'Ss part，too. He would not 
have said that if he had not 
known of Nixon's intention before- 
hand. 

We know，on the very first page 
of his Selected orks，Mao de- 
clared very clearly，"Who is our 
friend，who is our enemy，this is a 
question of primary importance for 
the Chinese revolution. The 
reason why the Chinese revolution 
in the past has achieved so little is 
cxXactly our failing to concentrate 
our forces against our miain ene- 
my.” Everybody in China and in 
the world knows that the "main 
enemy' here refers to the US 
imperialists，This was the essence 
of Mao Zedong thought， 


WELCOME 


How did it happen that Mao 
uttered those words of welcome to 
US President Nixon? Following 
that in April 1971，there occurred 
the incident of Ping-Pong 
diplomacy between the US and 
China，Then in July of that year 
Kissinger，after careful and secret 
diplomatic arrangements， Secretly 
flew from Pakistan to Beijing，to 
pave the way for Nixon's visit. to 
China， which took place the 
following year._ Later Nixon 
declarecd his week in China. was 
"the week that changed the world" 
because the door for Sino- 
American cooperation was finally

ASs more Chinese-language 
newSspapers from Taiwan and 
Hong 天 ong moved into the 
growing 1mmigrant population 
in the Bay Area，the paper 
was forced to return to its 
weekly format under fierce 
competition. 


At its height，Wong claimed 
to ， have a circulation of 
10,000. 


Wong said he was forced to 
close down the paper because 
of "insufficient helpers." 


opened. This of course is now 
history， But at that time it was an 
unmistakable miracle. 

In the followin8g five years， 
however， China was greatly 
tormented by the Cultural 
Revolution. Many persons in 
leading positions of the Chinese 
g0vernment were persecuted by the 
cxtrceme leftists. Some even 
committed Suicide. My channel 
was broken too during the period， 
to be recovered only after the 
downfall of the Gang of Four 
following the death of Mao in 
1976.

Like Russian cavlar，Chinese 
mtusic calls for an acquired taste. 
Constant exposure seems to be the 
key to its understanding ,and ap- 
preclation .
